Founder Of Clipper, Useful 
Citizen, Dies In Montgomery 


MONTGOMERY, Feb, 4,—Judge 
Malcolm Smith Carmichael, 58, 
U. 8S. Referee in Bankruptcy for 
the Middle District of Alabama for 
more than 20 years, member of 
the Constitutional Convention of 
1901, former newspaperman and 
legislator, and Spanish-American 
War veteran, died at his residence, 
209 Cloverdale Roaa, yesterday 
morning, following an illness of 
several weeks, 

Born at Ozark, Ala,, September 
11, 1877, Judge Carmichael, who 
was the son of the late Judge 
Jesse Malcolm Carmichael and 
Mary Smith Carmichael, was edu- 
eated in the public and private 
schools of Ozark, and also attend- 
ed during the residence of his 
parents here, the private school 
conducted for a number of years 
near the corner of Lawrence and 
High Streets by Mrs. Mary Chil- 
ton Jones, 

In 1894, when only 17 years old, 
he graduated with high honors and 


the degree of Bachelor of Arts) 


from the Southern University at 
Greensboro, which was later to be- 
come Rirmingham - Southern Col- 
lege. \ollowing his graduation he 
taught school at Flomaton, Ala., 
and later was one of the founders 
and editors of ‘The Elba Clipper, 
at Elba. His associate was Abner 
Powell, now residing at Andalusia. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American War in 1898, he enlisted 
with the Montgomery Greys, and 
served with that organization un- 
til his honorable discharge follow- 
ed the conclusion of hostilities. 
During his service with the Greys 
he was special correspondent for 
The Advertiser. After his dis- 
charge from the Army he return- 
ed to Elba where, in addition to 
editing The Clipper, he also held 
the position of Register in Chanc- 
ery. During his residence in Blba 
he served as mayor of the town 
and also as a member of the local 
school board. For a number of 
years he was a member of the 
law firm of Carmichael and Owen 
Elba. 

He was elected to and served as 
& member of the Alabama Consti- 
tutional Convention of 1901, and 
had the distinction of being the 
youngest member of that body, 
which framed the Constitution un- 
der which the State Government 
has since operated. Elected in 
1915 as a member of the Alabama 
House of Representatives, he re- 
signed that post in April of the 
same year to accept appointment 
by the late Federal Judge Henry 
D. Clayton as U. S. Referre in 
Bankruptcy, which important post 
he retained under Federal Judge 
Charles D. Kennamer up to the 
time of his death. 

Active in the civic and religious 
life of Montgomery, and in the af- 
fairs of patriotic organizations, 
Judge Carmichael was a past vice- 
president of the Rotary Club, and 
served on the Board of Stewards 
and as teacher of the Wesley Bi- 
ble Class of the Dexter Avenue 
Methodist ‘Church. He served as 
commander of the local post and 
as State adjutant of the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans, and was 
commander of the Will T. Shee- 
han Camp of Spanish War Vet- 
erans. .. 

During the World War he was 
active in many phases of patriotic 
work; serving as publicity chair-

man in practically every campaign 


of the Red Cross, Salvation Army, 
War Camp Committee, Y. M. C, A., 
and Liberty Loan campaigns, In 
all of these activities, he remained 
in the background, never seeking 
credit or praise for himself, but 
he was always a competent and 
tireless worker, Judge Carmichael 
was likewise active in many peace- 
time movements; sometimes work- 
ing behind the scenes, sometimes 
making speeches in Montgimery 
and in the rural sections, and was 
@& prominent figure in campaigns 
on behalf of good roads and edu- 
cation, notably, the State Good 
Roads Bonds Issue Amendments, 
and the 3-mill tax for schools, 

Rated for years as one of Ala- 
bama's ablest constitutional law- 
yers, Judge Carmichael was a 
member of the Alabama State Bar 
and of the Montgomery Bar Asso- 
ciation. He was also honorary 
lecturer for the Jones Law School, 
© member of the S, A. BE, fraterni- 
ty, a Mason, a K. of P., a member; 
of the Praetorians, the Unity Club, 
and other organizations, and held 
an honorary membership in the 
Montgomery Credit Men's Associ- 
ation. At 2 banquet given in his 
honor some months ago by the 
association, he was presented with 
a handsome gold watch in token of 
appreciation of his service to its 
members. 

Judge Carmichael was active in 
planning the inauguration of ef- 
ery Governor of the State since 
1915; being either committee chair- 
man or speaker, or both, at the 
inaugurations of Goy. Charles Hen- 
derson in 1915, Gov. Thomas EH. 
Kilby in 1919, Gov. W. W. Bran- 
don in 1923, Gov. Bibb Graves iu 
1927 and 1935, and Gov. B. M. Mt3- 
ler, in 1931. 

In 1900 he married Sallie Boyd, 
the daughter of the late Dr. and 
Mrs. W. P. Boyd, of Elba, His 
widow survives him; also three 
daughters, Miss Pauline Carmi- 
chael and Miss Caroline Carmi- 
chael, of Montgomery, and Mrs. 
Adolphe LeBron, of Carrollton; one 
sister, Mrs, Pauline Borders, Clay- 
ton; one brother, Congressman A. 
H. Carmichael, of Tuscumbia; and 
@ number of nephews and nieces,

Ozark and of his brother, the late 
Charles D. Carmichael, of Gene- 
va.

Blba people mourn the passing 
of Mrs. C. 8, Lee, familiarly known 
throughout South Alabama as 
“Aunt Polly,” whose death oc- 
curred early Monday morning at 
a Montgomery hospital, where she 
underwent an operation several 
days ago. She was Elba's oldest 
citizen and is said to have been 
the oldest person ever to have 
been operated on at the hospital 
in Montgomery. She was 92 on 
November 7, 1935. 

Seven years ago she miraculous- 
ly escaped death from drowning 
during the flood here, For a day 
and night she stood upon a dress- 
er in her room with water up to 
her neck, Fortunately, she did 
not suffer any ill effects from this 
experience, and her friends often 
told her that she would live to 
be 100. However, her health be- 
gan to fail and the operation seem- 
ed inevitable. With that same 
courage which has been an asset 
for four score and ten years, she 
consented to the operation, 

Mrs. Lee was born in Milton, 
Fla., and came with her parents 
to Elba when small, She celebrat- 
ed her last birthday in the home 
of her son, Walter Lee, in Ever- 
green, where she was spending the 
winter months, 

Mrs. Lee was Miss Mary Jane 
Jernigan before her marriage, 
shortly after the War Between 
the States, to Capt. Charles Ste- 
phen Lee. They resided in Elba 
for a number of years, then moved 
to Troy and Brewton, and back to 
Elba 35 years ago, where Mrs, Lee 
has made her home continuously. 
Captain Lee died 32 years ago 
this January. 

She is survived by three daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Julia Sanders and Mrs, 
Sue Gunter, both of Elba and the 
University of Alabama, Mrs. Tyler 
Hurt of Jackson, Miss.; and two| 
sons, Walter Lee of Evergreen and | 
Charles Lee of Glenwood; ten 
grandchildren and two sisters, Mrs. 
Sue Trammell and Mrs. Clara Hall 
of Bay Minette.

A 
summary of results showed that 
from the 201 teachers employed 
within the county in both urban 
and rural schools, only two declin- 
ed to pay their poll tax. Of that 
two, one is leaving the system af- 
ter this year and the other was 
a member of an independent unit. 
Numerous cases were listed where 
back poll tax was pald, the lapses 
ranging from one to 16 years, 

The total results of the cam- 
paign were as follows: Paid up 
registered voters, 138; members of | 
independent units, 31; those resi- 
dents of other counties, 19; ineli- 
gible on account of age require- 
ments, 11; reports not received due 
to illness, 2; members Géciuning to 
pay, 2. This makes better than 
98 per cent paid up of those eli- 
gible to pay.

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JUDGE MALCOLM CARMICHAEL 
(Editorial in Montgomery Advertiser.) 


The death at 58 of Judge Malcolm Smith Garmi- 
chael removes from the publie service and the com- 
mon walks of life one of the most admirable Ala- 
bamians of his day. 

Intellectually Judge Carmecihael was at home in 
any group; he was learned in history and human 
lore, he was well trained in the law, he was a gift- 
ed writer, he was a charming speaker, a ready wit, 
an instinetive humanitarian, a flashing reeonteur, 
and withal a man close to the soil in whom the fine 
native qualities that all good men like to see in one 
of their kind came to full flower. 

Judge Carmichael approached all questions, 
whether grave or trivial, from the point of view of 
the amiable, tolerant philosopher. Tolerance was 
not a mere ornamental trait which he acquired and 
cultivated as a deliberate act of choice, but an 
irrepressible gift of nature, enriched by a profound 
understanding of the limitations and foibles of his 
fellows, He was a compassionate man who never 
did a mean or cheap thing: in his life. 

But the gift of tolerance and compassion, large 
as it was, was not large enough to crowd out of 
his nature the will to believe in something and the 
courage to assert his belief. Judge Carmichael was 
a robust, if genial, partisan of political causes and 
personalities. He had strong convictions on all 
questions and was given to faithful and ardent 
loyalties. He was a spirited man who asked no 
odds of any opponent in debate. 

Maleolm Carmichael was a boy soldier in 1898. 
3arely old enough to enlist he borrowed the money 
to pay his transportation to a mobilization camp 
there to volunteer for the duration of the war. In 
1901 he eame to Montgomery as the youngest mem- 
ber of the famous Constitutional Convention of that 
year, sitting with his half-brother, A. H. Carmi- 
chael, now a member of Congress from the &th 
district. 

In the earlier days of his career Judge Carmi- 
chael was a newspaper man. He was editor of 
The Elba Clipper. Under his editorship The Clip- 
per became a potent influence in Southeast Ala- 
bama and was widely quoted elsewhere. In later 
years he studied law and followed its practice with 
success until 1915 when he was appointed United 
States Referee in Bankruptcy for the middle dis- 
trict of Alabama. 

Judge Carmichael was an exceptionally gifted 
newspaper writer and had he pursued his first love 
he would have gone far in journalism. There was 
not a better editorial writer on any newspaper in 
Alabama than Judge Carmichael. There was a 
strong native flavor about his writings as about his 
personality, yet he was acquainted with the best 
that had been written by the great of the earth. 
What is not generally known is'that in other years 
Judge Carmichael was an occasional contributor 
to the editorial columns cf The Advertiser, and in 
times of emergency more than once he wrote the 
entire editorial page. 

It was never necessary to edit his contributions. 
He knew the policy of the paper as well as the 
editors and had been an intimate student of the 
paper’s contents for a much longer period than 
most men now connected with The Advertiser—in- 
deed he was the Ozark correspondent of The Ad- 
vertiser at 14! He has often told with a relish how 
a Populite stump speaker in an address at Ozark 
one day singled him out for sarcastic and embar- 
rassing comment. Though only a kid, he swelled 
with pride at this tribute to his importance in a 
world then ruled by men. 

This gentle, gracious, charitable and honorable 
man, so richly endowed by nature, so finely devel- 
oped by industrious self-tutelage and by power of 
observation, wrought manfully and lived beautiful- 
ly. A vivid flame has gone out. 


MALCOLM SMITH CARMICHAEL 
(Editorial In Alabama Journal.) 


In the death of Judge Malcolm Smith Carmichael, 
Alabama loses not only a prominent member of 
one of the state’s oldest and most distinguished 
families, but one who served the public long and 
ably. Referee in bankruptcy in the federal court 
at Montgomery through appointment by Judge 
Henry D. Clayton since 1915, Judge Carmichael 
had been a leading figure in public affairs of South 
Alabama for many years prior to his removal to 
the state capital. At the age of 23 he was sent 
by Coffee County as a member of the Constitutiona] 
convention of 1901 and was the youngest member 
of that body. As a youth he taught school in Es- 
cambia County. He had served as mayor of his 
home city, Elba. He had been chancellor of Cof- 
fee County and member of the legislature from 
that county. In 1897 he was a co-founder of the 
Elba Clipper and served actively as editor of that 
publication for fourteen years. 

The wide range of Judge Carmichael’s informa- 
tion was a source of continual wonder to his friends. 
Delighted companion, charming reconteur, engag- 
ing personality —these combined with his deep 
knowledge gave him opportunity for great and 
effective service to his community and to the state. 
Judge Carmichael will be deeply missed in Mont- 
gomery and in the whole region where his influence 
and effort were so continuously felt. 


The passing of Judge Malcolm S. Carmichael, 
for many years a citizen of Elba, a leader in the 
civic and religious life of the town and one of the 
founders of The Clipper, brings more than passing 
sorrow to the present owner and editor of the 
paper. 

It was under his employ that the writer, as a 
small boy, more than thirty years ago started his 
career as a printer. In the years that followed, his 
influence and deep interest were always guiding 
lights along our pathway. Finally through his per- 
suasion and encouragement we ventured out on 
our own and purchased the paper early in the year 
1914. He was ever willing to help us in editing 
the paper, often contributing our choicest bits of 
news and comment, and likewise aided us in solv- 
ing the business problems that confronted a young 
man just launching into the printing and publish- 
ing business. 

He was a god-father to us at all times, even after 
removing from Elba. We loved him and respect- 
ed him and it grieves us more than we could ex- 
press here to chronicle his passing. His influence 
will live on.—R. C.

the hot bed plan is advisable and 
I'm thoroughly convinced that you 
should nof pull your slips off the 
bed, but, instead, they should be 
cut about even with the ground, 
I'm open to conviction on this 
question and will be glad to hear 
from anyone who thinks I’m 
wrong. Unless you have plenty of 
potatoes at the present time your 
argument will not have very much 
weight with me.: I believe in 
taking advice from the man who 
proves his plan by delivering the 
goods.

We have decided that we do 
not put down enough seed in plant- 
ing peanuts. We expect to put 
down about 50 per cent more this 
year than we did last year. One 
of the hands made a mistake last 
spring and used a Spanish plate 
in planting his runner peanuts. We 
did not discover the mistake un- 
til after he had planted more than 
an acre of land. In digging last 
fall we found that the acre of 
land made about 10 stacks more 
than the adjoining land. Looks 
like we made about 30 bushels to 
the acre as an average but on 
this acre we made about 50 bu- 
shels. This year we expect to 
plant our running peanuts about 
seven inches apart in the drill. 
This will mean more seed pea- 
nuts and more shelling of pea- 
nuts. Sallie has already begun 
and we are putting our shelled 
nuts away every day. We have 
had one shelling already and Sal- 
lic will have another one next 
week, Sallie gets plenty of help, 
as she has them in the afternoon 
and she feeds her visitors before 
they go home. It is cake, nectar, 
nuts of all kinds, hot drinks and 
a lot of fun at our house. Just 
as fast as we shell the nuts they 
are tied tightly in paper bags to 
keep them moist and fresh, A 
wise farmer will not shell his nuts 
and allow them to dry out before 
he plants them. A lot of good 
seed helps to make big crops for 
fall gathering. How many nuts 
have you shelled?

fertilizers now sold,” Dean Fun- 
chess recommends the use of 600 
pounds of 6-8-4 under each acre 
of cotton, He gives the following 
example; : 

“Three and one-half acres of 
land fertilized with a ton of 3-8-5 
(600 pounds per acre), according 
to our experiments, would pro- 
duce 3,250 pounds of cotton. On 
the other hand, 34% acres fertiliz- 
ed with a ton of 6-8-4 fertilizer 
would produce 4,079 pounds of 
cotton. Subtracting the cost of 
the fertilizer in each case, we 
find that the value of the product 
from a ton of 3-8-5 would amount 
to $104.66, while the value of the 
product from a ton of 6-8-4 would 
be $133.53. Putting these results 
another way, they mean that the 
farmer who uses a ton of 6-8-4 is 
better off after paying the code 
price for the fertilizer than the 
farmer who uses a ton of 3-8-5 
if this be given him free.” 

If lower grades of fertilizer than 
6-8-4 are used, the cotton should 
be side-dressed with nitrate. 

Experiments have shown that it 
will pay farmers to use only a 
side dressing of nitrogenous fer- 
tilizers under their corn and that 
this be applied 40 days after 
planting, he states.

In’ a recent radio address in 
which fact and humor were de- 
lightfully commingled, a commen- 
vator described the "good old days’’ 
of a half centry ago.

Recalling the basques, polonais- 
es, hoopskirts and bustles of a

time, a dress-maker broke the la- 
dy’s ribs.

RED SQUILL SHOULD BE 
USED IN KILLING RATS 


AUBURN, Ala.—''Red squill is 
the most nearly fool-proof rat 
poison known to man,” says Prof. 
J. M. Robinson, head of the ento- 
mology department of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, in ad- 
vising farmers to rid their farms 
of rats during the winter months. 

An advantage of red squill is 
that it kills the rats but does not 
kill domestic animals or poultry. 
Another advantage is that it usu- 
ally drives the rodents under the 
ground to die, thereby preventing 
unpleasant odors. In addition, it 
acts slowly and does not scare 


| off late-coming rats with the 


bodies of dead or dying rats near 
the bait, 

Oven-cured red squill is better 
than the sun-cured type, he points 
out in recommending that the 
poison be mixed with different in- 
gredients to provide a variety of 
bait. A pound of poison to 15 
pounds of hamburger meat makes 
a, good bait; or a pound of poison 
may be mixed with 15 pounds of 
cheap canned salmon or mackerel 
and a pound of oatmeal. Another 
good bait can be made by mixing 
a pound of poison with 16 pounds 
of corn meal and enough water 
to make it crumbly. 

Prof. Robinson advises that the 
bait be placed where animals can- 
not get to it and where the rats 
and mice are likely to run. Al- 
though red squill will not kill 
other animals it may cause thena 
to vomit.

FARMERS ADVISED NOT TO 
MIX WHITE, YELLOW CORN 


AUBURN, Ala.—‘While the far- 
mers of Alabama are contemplat- 
ing what to plant this year, more 
attention should be paid to the va- 
rieties of corn grown for sale,’ 
advise R. J. Goode, commissioner 
of agriculture, and Dr. M. F. Jack- 
son, farm products agent of a 
leading industrial plant of Bir- 
mingham. “Growers should pro- 
duce either white or yellow corn 
and not mix the colors,” they 
state. 

“The mills in Birmingham re- 
quire graded corn of one variety 
and cannot use mixed corn for 
conversion into grits, meal, or live- 
stock feed. Corn that is to be con- 
verted into meal and grits must 
be white, free of weevils, and 
should not grade below No. 2. 

“Corn for livestock and poultry 
feed should be a yellow variety. 

“Thousands of bushels of corn,” 
they continue, “are shipped into 
Birmingham each year from the 
West, due to the fact that the 
Birmingham mills are unable to 
procure their requirements of 


graded corn from Alabama, 


“Therefore, if the farmers of 
Alabama will exercise more care 
in selecting their seed corn, grow- 
ing either yellow or white corn 
and not allowing the varieties to
